CORTLAND, Ore., Jan. 
17.— A 


(By the Associated Press) 
LAKEHURST, N. J., J an. 17.— 
The Shenandoah, the largest air­ 
ship in the world, poked her nose 
into her hangar at the naval sta­ 
tion here at 4:24 o’clock this morn­ 
ing after completing the most re­ 
markable trp a ship of her type 
ever made. The flight was against 
the most stubborn element of na­ 
ture, a wind that blew 72 miles an 
hour at times. This tore the giant 
craft I rom her towering mooring 
mast at 6:52 last night and swept 
her on a made race up the Atlan­ 
tic coast to Staten Island, New York 
City, where Capt. Anton Heinan in 
command when 
she 
broke 
away 
turned her nose in the teeth of the 
storm and, maneuvered her back to 
lier home station. 
Not a man in her crew of 22 
was injured and no man who did 
not say “it was the finest trip he 
ever made," and was not loud in 
praise of the navy's pride. 
The 
envy of their friends who saw them 
drift away in the darkness 
A hasty inspection of ine giant 
ship showed the front casteth* or 
gas bags had collapsed when she 
was torn away by the wind and 
the covering on her upper fin had 
been stripped off, and ripped so 
that it was entangled in the rudder 
making the craft extremely diffi­ 
cult to steer while there was slight 
damage to her outer covering. 
Captain Praises Ship. 
Capt. heinan who had seen the 
Shenandoah built and who had tried 
out more than IOO other air craft 
on their maiden voyages said after 
he landed her that without doubt 
the navy craft was the strongest 
constructed ship of her type ever 
made*. 
"I do not believe that any other 
ship I have ever flown would h ave 
successfully gone through the gale 
she did last night," he said. 
"There is not a bit of doubt that 
she will successfully complete her 
polar region flight 
planned 
for 
next month. We will not likely ex­ 
perience such high wind storms as 
raged along the Atlantic coast yes­ 
terday, but if we do we can easily 
enough run around it. We had the 
ship under perfect control within 
five minutes after her nose cap was 
turned about." 
Ship Breaks Loose. 
When the craft broke loose the 
crew was working to get her down 
to the hangar. Suddenly there was 
a crash and a boom and she was 
swept away through the gale and 
driving, rain. 
Officers and enlisted men rush­ 
ed from the barracks just in time 
to see the Shennandoah lurch from 
side to side then and have shower­ 
ed down on them fragments from 
the thru out rigging. 
Help was impossible and all the 
awe stricken sailors and 
marines 
could 
do 
was to watch the ship 
drift 
off 
into the storm. At that 
time 
the wind 
was coming from

This tore the giant 
craft ironi her towering mooring 
mast at C:52 last night and swept 
her on a made race up the Atlan- 
tic coast to Staten- Island, New York 
City, where Capt. Anton Heinan in 
command when she broke away 
turned her nose in the teeth of the 
storm and, maneuvered iier back to 
her home station.

praise 'of -Ihe navy's pride.

Sheiiandoah built and who had tried 
out more than 100 other air craft 
on-their maiden voyages said, after 
he landed her that without doubt 
the navy craft was .the strongest 
constructed ship of her. type ever 
made.

I spent my money travel- 
ing for a year with my dear old wife, trying to find healta 
for her On April 25, 1922, she passed..on into the Great 
Unknown, and 1 am now. old and alone, Bat I still think this 
a pretty good world to hang around in, and what is money 
for but to spend and use as we see fit? We can't take it

I know of old 
men here in Oklahoma City that have worked faithfully in 
the same job* for years. It makes.no difference how efficient 
one of these men may be, when a change of management 
comes the new boss says, 'Discharge that old man.' 


"Such bosses don't stop to think that they, may lose their 


own grip some day. Sympathy is out of da<te in this age, 
when people, instead of doing as they would be done by, are 
out to do the other fellow before he does. them.
